Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your extensive mailings of ll/2 3 , 12/i and 12/4. I have been busy 
with physics and am just catching up. I gather from Gary that your iv.O. trip has 
been at least partly successful. 

If you have not already done it, don't bother to dig up copies of ^he 
Hosty notebook pages of CD 205 for me. After I spoke with you, I decided 

to order a cop/ from the Archives anyway. 

Re your ll/25 * memo on J.L. flWi Bowen ' s _ library card: I have no 
further information. Maybe Jim S. will want to pursue it. 


Your ll/25 memo of Jesse Core's copy of LHO's leafleti I believe that FBI 
Exh. D-25 in the Archives is an original leaflet, not a copy of the one Jesse 
showed you. The notation on the front is ”2 - Int'l Trade Mart. It is noted 
that DeBrueys reported that on 8/l9/6 3 , Core gave the FBi descriptions^" of the 
two parties" who were distributing literature. He apparently provided the 
handbill the next day. I just noticed that DeBrueys reported that "they remained 
in that location (i.e. in front of the ITM0)for only a few moments and then 
departed," (p. 3 of the DeB. report), which is not true. You might want to ask 
Core if he saw DeBrueys (or other FBI or police) at the time or talked to him 
about Oswald later (before 11/22). 


MMMgt I have not asked him, but I expect that Jim Schmitt would like to 
work on checking out the leads in Oswald’s notebook, as investigated by the FNI. 

I believe he i 'm. has done some work on this already. 

Doyle-Wilson: you have all relevant material, as listed in your letter of ll/29 
Their currently listed numbers are 503-253-^377 (Wilson), 503-25^-4546 (Doyle). 

No recent word from Stan Primmer; he should be back soon. Hal has nothing e3*k more 
from Brandon. You have all I have on the Randles. 


I suggest that when you write the AG for release of certain rfumrsafcr documents, 
you include form DJ-118, thus going through the proper channels set up by the 
Freedom of Information Bill. Costs only $ 3 and can't hurt your case. 


I cannot interpret Humes' testimony to mean that there are some notes not in 
CD 371. He says explicitly that "the next two sheets (i.e. 17H45-6) are the notes 
actually made in the room in which the examination was taking place." Incidentally, 
Bishop's book has several references to the doctors' notes, but I don't think he 
knows what he is talking about. (Excerpts enclosed.) 

The many other interesting items you sent are duly noted; I make no comment 
on them only because I have nothing to contribute at the moment. 

Odds and ends; Since they mt were insured, please confirm receipt of the CD 
indexed. Recent goodies from the Archives: CD 1107, pp. 373-4 reveal 

that basis for CD 64.1, p. 3 (interview of Brown on Drennan) was a tip on 11/27 from 
Jerry Russell Craddock, whom Brown had told of a Calif, physician attempting to 
recruit an assassin for JFK. You asked about the "L.D. Miller problem" (Sanders memo 
to Hubert, 3/25/64); this is imk in the volumes (1211297-31^) •
